. vemraent has not yet decided if its 2-per 
rrel increase to $30 uilJ be retroactive,

There had been rigns at the start of the 
icedng that some sort of compromise might 
e in the offing. Libyan Oil Minister Abdus- 
jJam Zagaar, asked on the way in to ibe 
leetiag if there would be any diange in 
■ibya's price or production level, responded 
. lat he was willing to cooperate and coor- 
. mate with all our other brothers, ” and that 
. if they ask us for anything we wUl do iL 
Libya is considered other OPEC mem- 
. >ers and consumers to be adding too large a 
• tifferenrial onto its price. Differentials are 
lUowed under the agreement at Algiers for 
quality of crude and proximity to the markeL 
Saudi Arabian Oil Minister Zald Yamani, 

. isked before the meeting if Saudi Arabia 
would raise the price of its oil, replied, "if 
they lower their prices, yes." Saudi crude at 
$2S was $4 below the marker set at Alters. 
On the other side of the coin, the Libyan 
minister had commented that a Saudi cut in 
production was the most io^xirtant issue that 
would be discussed at the Wednesday night 
conference. 

But Yamani had said that afternoon that 
"we will be discussing prices, not produc- 
tion,'' with emphasis on "not," llus was a 
retraction of a statement earlier in the con- 
ference that the Kingdom would dbcuss its 
production. 

When Yamani was discovered by reporters 
to have left the meeting only half an hour 
after arrhing. it was thought that the minis' 
ters had clashed futilely. as they had for nve 
preiious seasons in the company of the 
OPEC finance and foreign nuniSteTSiovcT the 
long-term strategy. 

The compromise announced early Thurs- 
day morning was little more than an attempt 


to paper over the schisms that developed in 
OPEC 's ranks during the long-term strategy 
discussioas: 

A Saudi Arabia price increase is irrelevant 
to the world su(^]y-price situation. The 
biggest-ever glut of crude won't support the 
prices of some other OPEC members. Bui 
the compromise neither brings down their 
prices, nor reduces production to a level that 
would allow those prices to be maintained. 

There is reason to think that the price and 
production of oil may fall more in line by 
December. At a press conference held 
Thursday, Qatari Oil Minister Sheikh Abdul 
Aziz Ben Khalifa Al-Thani said that the glut 
of 3 million bpd on the market will be 
reduced by 1-lj million bpd by the end of 
the year. 

This will be accomplished by the winter 
seasonal increase in demand, AI-Thani said, 
and by an OPECpiodcution cut taken collect 
tively. Al Thani said that the long-term 
strategy contaias a section on production that 
has been agreed upon by the oU ministers, but 
that " the quantity for eadt country has not 
been adopt^ yet. How many in barrels or per 
cent it is too early to know. " 

However, UPI quoted unnamed sources in 
Vienna as saying that OPEChas agreed to cut 
production by 1 0 per cent It did not say when 
the action would be taken, but said that it 
would be detectable in world markets.

Meanwhile, the Western industrialized 
nations gener^y welcomed the results of the 
OPEC conference, but expressed disap- 
pointment that agreement on a uoified price 
structure still appeared remote. 

In Brussels, European Common Market 
officials were pleased by Saudi Arabia' s deci- 
sioa to hold oil production at 9.5 miUIon bar- 
rels a day. But one official said : " What we 
need is stability so that our industry can plan 
for a year ahead." 

EEC Commisaon sources said they did not 
c.xpect a current glut of oil on the world mar- 
ket to last, once the ecoDomies of the indus- 
trialized ixiuntries strengthened, and this 
made stability of supply and pridng particu- 
larly importaoL

Unity forces U.S. attention 


TAIF, SepL 19 (Agencies) — Crown 
Prince Fahd has reiterated the call jeftod, 
(Holy struggle) and for Arab Unity, saying 
this alone could compel U.S. presidents to 
heed Arab strength as tfa^ heeded Jewish 
votes in their elections. Arab unity was al^ 
essential to shift the power balance in the 
region in favor of the Arabs, the official 
Saudi Press Agency quoted him as saying in 
an interriew. 

Explaining what he meant by Jihad, 
Prince Fahd said: "Only a holy Jihad can 
stop the religious, radalist and Military war 
Israel has laundied against the Arabs and 
the Muslims." By holy Jihad we mean 
national Arab and Islaimc confrontation 
with all itssElStitual, cultuial^wlitical, mater- 
ial and militaiy potential, a loqg, arduous 
Jihad starting, with one's self, to deanse 
oneself of hatred, grudges and differences, 
he said. 

Tbe Prince condemned the U.S.- 
sponsored Camp David peace accords and 
bailed the recently proclaimed union bet- 
ween Syria and Libya as "a great step 
toward holy struggle for Palestine and 
restoring the strate^c balance with the 
enemy whidi was upset by Egypt's exit from 
the Arab battlefield. 

He critidzed the campaigning in tbe U .S. 
presidential elections as "auction" in favor 
of Israel and against Palestinian rights. 

Fahd added that the forthcoming U.S.

presidential elections would not result in a 
diange of American policy with regard to 
Arab interests.TJien he continued. 

"The thing that will change American 
policy toward the Arabs is not the coming or 
going of a president but a unified Arab 
stand. Tltis should force the American pres- 
ident to take into conaderation Arab power 
and might, just as he takes the Jewish votes 
into consideration during the presidential 


election. 

** AU the presidential candidates are a>m- 
peting to gain Israeli friendshipand tbe cur- 
rency they are offering is Jerusalem as the 
capital of Israel, the denial of Palestinian 
ri^ts and the description of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization derogatorily. even 
though most of the International commun- 
ity and the United Nations recognize it." 

Prince Fahd welcomed the merger of 
Syria and Libya into a single state." f con- 
si'dcr this a huge step on the road to holy war 
for the sake of Palestine and in restoring the 
strategic balance with the enemy. We hope 
that aficr^thc Syrian-Libyan unit\' all Arab 
differentia will end." he said. 

Stressing the urgent need for Arab unity. 
Prince Fahd said "our enemies are prepared 
to die to pre\'ent Arab unit>'. This is our 
struggle, our jihad" . 

Asked to comment on Israeli Prime 
Minister Menahem Begins dcctaraiion (hat 
Israel will never give up Jerusalem. Prince 
Fahd said: "we will not relinquish an 
inch of Arab Jerusalem to Israel.. I am con- 
vinced there will be an independent Pales- 
tine state, with Arab Oods (Jerusalem) as 
its capital, provided we are able to diange 
the balance of power in the region.,,," he 
said. 

He pledged continued support to the 
Palestine Liberation Movement, describing 
it as "tbe noblest manifestation in modem 


Arab history 

He said the West was annoyed with 
Israers expansionist policy and the Arabs 
should work to promote this feeling. 
"Islamic and Oiristian oooperadoa is 
needed to save Jonisalcm from the racialist 
Zionists" Prince Fahd said. 

In Ouetta. Pakistan Gen. Zia ul-Haq, 
president of Pakistan, said Wednesday he 
fully supported the call of Prince Fahd for 
Jihad, to liberate Jerusalem. 

Bui all aspects of holy struggle should be 
kx>kcd into and studied by the Muslims 
before taking such a serious step" he added. 

He was talking to rcpimcrs in this capital 
city of Baluchistan province where he had 
come on a three-day visit to study the 
Baluchi situation, in \iew of Soviet invasion 
of Afghanistan.

PLO demands recruiting offices 




FEZ. Morocco Sept. I9(AP) —The Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization on Friday 
demanded the right to tq>en commando 
recruiting offices in all Islamic countries fora 
Jihad, against Israel. Farouk Khadoumi. The 
PLCs diief foreign policy spokesman, sub- 
mirted the propt^ to an Islamic foreign 
ministers meeting convened in response to 
the Israeli annexation of East Jerusalem. 

Khadoumi told a plenary session of the 
conference that every Islamic country had a 
“sacred duty" to grant all fadlities to the 
PLO for the liberation of Jerusalem. In open- 
iqg the meeting late Thursday. Morocco's 
King Hassan II exhorted the Islamic coun- 
tries to join in a Jihad to restore Arab 
sovereignty over Jerusalem's Al Aqsa Mos- 
que, the third most important sacred shrine 
the Islamic world. 

The concept of a Jihad could range from 
diplomatic, ptolitical and economic pressure 
to the "psy^ological harassmenf' of Israel, 
the king said. But outright military action by 
the Islamic countries “is not excluded."

Sen- 
ghor, Christian president of a laigely Muslim 
country, said the Israeli annexation of 
Jerusalem "was an insult to both Christians 
and Muslims...who together comprise more 
than half world's population.'' 

The conference resumed Friday to discuss 
a pressed "action plan" for a Jihad. The 
document denounced the Israeli annexation 
of Jerusalem as "the declaration of a radst- 
inspired religious war by Zionism against 
Islam...whidi has deeply offended the sensi- 
bility of millions of Muslims throu^out (he 
world.” 

The plan, adc^ted by a 14-nation commit- 
tee in Casablanca last month, contained no 
reference to the establishment of PLO 
reemiting offices in tbe Islamic countries. 
The proposal to open such offices was sub- 
mitt^ at the Casablanca meeting by PLO 
leader Yasser Arafat, but was mrned down 
by tbe committee's conservative majority. 

A PLO spokesman told reporters it was a 
tragedy that some Arab and Idamic countries 
have thus far failed to demonstrate their all- 
out support for the Jihad proposed earlier 
this year by Saudi Arabia's Crown Prince 
Fahd. His call followed the vote of the Israeli 
pariiament dedaring Jerusalem its capital. 
Saudi Arabia is the guardian of Islam* s holy 
places. 

The conference sources said the foreign 
ministers were expected to agree on vigorous 
political and economic sanctions against any 
country that formally recogntzes Israd's 
annexation of the Arab sector of Jerusalem. 

They said strong pressure was expected to 
be put on Turkey's new military regime to 
break its diplomatic and economic relations 
with Israel. Turkey is the only Islamic country 
which still has relations with the Zionist state. 
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Israeli 
aircraft 
shot down 

BEIRUT, Sept. 1 9 (R) — Palestinian and 
Lebanese nationalist forces said Friday they 
had shot' down an Israeli u-arphuie over 
southern Lebanon. A communique repiTrted 
by the Palestine news agency Wafa said the 
plane bad been hit by anti-aircraft fire and 
had been seen falling in flames toward Israel. 

A United Nations spokesman said an 
Israeli vessel shelled a Palestinian refugee 
camp near the southern port dty of Tyre Fri- 
day. 

A few hours earlier, two houses were des- 
troyed and several were damaged when Tyre 
came under artiDery bombardment, he said. 

U.N. spokesman Samir Sanbar said Israeli 
gunboats fired artilleiy into tbe Palestinian 
refugee camp of Rashidieh, near Tyre, at 
1 1 30 local time (0930G . 

Tbe villages of Aytit and JabaJ Kabir were 
the target of shelling by renegade Lebanese 
army Maj. Saad Haddad. 

Israeli jets and helicc^ters also flew over 
the area. Israeli troops attacked Palestinian 
positions in Tyre Thursday, and the Palestine 
Liberation Organization repulsed the Israeli 
soldiers. 

The fresh hostilities came asU.S. President 
Jimmy Garter called in the foreign ministers 
of Israel and Egypt to the White House in a 
fresh bid to get bte deadlocked Palestinian 
autonomy talks resumed. 

A PLO communique in Beirut said Israeb* 
troops attempted a landing at Tyre's 
Mediterranean coast behind a 30-minute 
concerted barrage from missile boats and 
border artillery positions at midnight Thurs- 
day. I 

Meanwhile fbe eight-member British par- 
liamentary delegation has visited Palestiruan 
camps in South Lebanon which were targets 
of an Israeli land and air invasion. A q>oke8- 
man fdr the delegation said they had seen the 
effect of Wednesday night's Celling in tbe 
Palestinian refugee camp of Rashidieh near 
tbe coastal city of Tyre. 

" We were told by the refugees that a young 
girl had been killed by Israeli shelling in 
Rashidieh Wednesday mght," he said, "and 
we saw what was left of the house she lived 
in." He added that tbe effects of previous 
Israeli raids were seen in many places.

Three Turkish dailies closed 


News on arrested politicians banned 


ANKARA, Sept. 19 (i^endes) — In its 
first major press restrictions, the Turkish 
military had banned news reports on the four 
politick leaders who were arrested after the 
coup a week ago. 

An order Thursday by the martlai-law 
commands in Ankara and Istanbul, head- 
quaners'of the counuy's major dailies, pro- 
hibited news photos or commentary on the 
fourpolilidaiis. The newspapers face closure 
if they violate tlic ordei . Foreign coni.'spon • 
dents were not affected. 

Since the SepL 1 2 coup Turkey's new^ap- 
ers have been faring what their editors call 
self-censorship, as they did after military 
interventions in 1 960 and 1971. Upon seizing 
power last Friday, the government dosed 
three small Istanbul dailies, two of them lef- 
tist <and tbe third the organ of the far-right 
Nationalist Movement Par^. 

Earlier this week, the government also bar- 
red newspapers from reporting on tbe com- 
position of a prospective new government, 
but did not threaten to dose papers which 
did. Several papers have published front- 
page photos taken with telephoto lenses of 
ousted Premier Suleiman Demirel and 
opposition leader Bulent Ecevit standing 
outside their cottages on Harawa Koy, a holi- 
day resort for the military in Dardanelles, 
where they are being held with their wives.

Omar Sharif 
blacklisted 

AMMAN Sept. 19 (AP| — Actor Omar 
Sharif has been blacklisted in the Arab world 
for viola ting anti-Israel boycott regulations, a 
spokesman for the Boycott Office said here 
Thursday. The ban against the Egyptian- 
born actor who starred in such classic films as 
Dr. Zhhago and Lawrence Arabia will go 
into effect in all 21 Arab League member 
states, except Eg>pL as of Sept. 23, 1980, the 
spokesman added. 

*rhe move means Sharif will be barred from 
Arab countries and his works from Arab 
television stations and dnema screens. Also 
blacklisted were the Lebanese singer &bah, 
E^ptian actor Salah Kabil and Egyptian 
guitarist Omar Korsheid.

Accordiug to another report 50 Turkish 
parliamentarians are still being detained and 
some of these have been prosecuted since last 
week's military takeover.

democratic) Republican Peoples Party 
(RPP). 11 members of the (far ri^t)

BANl NAIM. Occupied West Bank, Sept 
1 9 ( AP) — Piles of dynamited rubble were all 
tha t remained this week of eight houses of 
Palestinians. Israeli occupation troops 
blasted the houses after anooucing the arrest 
of a group held responsble for tbe May 2 
ambush in Hebron, three miles to the west of 
Bani Naim village. 

Tbe destroyed houses were evidence of 
Israefs longstanding policy of collective pun- 
i^ment against towns and families of palesti- 
niana, but 7S-year-old Hussein Muhammad 
Khalil ZaidaL whose son Yasser. 30. was 
among those arrested, said his house had rep- 
resented everything he had saved from the 
age of 17- 

The elderly Zaidat, standmg m the con- 
crete and stone rubble of his house, said he 
haeft seen his son Yasser for five years and 
had thought he was in BeiniL The first he 
heard of Yasser’s arrest was when troeps 
went to Zaidai's coffee shop and took him 
home to remove h'ls goods from the house. 

“ tbey they caught my son and now 
they had to take my house down, '' ?aidat 


said. He and his vrife spent the night in a 
goat-hair tent, and he said he had no idea 
where he would go for the coming winter. 

“ ril stay here until the rains w^ me and 
my wnfe into the valley, " Zaidat declared. He 
doubled that bis neighbors would havp the 
courage to help him. though one solicitous 
young mao poured glasses of tea for one and 
all \dio came to see the devastation. 

In other times, the destruction of eight 


bouses might have sparked disnirbances in 
the occupied West Bank, but Israel has 
enforced heightened security with an iron- 
hand policy since the May 2 ambush in Heb- 
ron. . 

Bethlehem Mayor Elias Freij. like other 
Palestinian mayors under orders not to give 
" political " interviews, restricted himself to 
the comment : " Usually one is innoncent 
until proven guilty. " 


Iraq abrogates border pact with Iran 


BAGHDAD, Sept. 19 (AFP) — Iraqi 
Prerident Saddam Husssein has declared 
"nul and void" the Algjere agreement of 
1 975 settling frontier problems between Iraq 
and Iran. In a televised speech to the national 
assembly, released by the Ira^ News Agency 
Thursday, President Hussein charged that 
Iran had"rejected the ^reement by refu^g 
to withdraw Iraqi frontier territories, 
thus obli^g Lraq to recover them by 
force." 

The Iraqi News Agency reported later 


Thursday that the Iranian army had resumed 
actadcs on the Musian region In southeastern 
Iraq. Quoting an Iraqi military spokesman, 
the agency added that"several Iranian bomb- 
ing attacks were repulsed by Iraqi artiilery in 
Musian border regions. 

Several cannons and two heavy 
machineguns as well as other Iranian military 
material were seized by the Iraqi army, die 
agency said. Last week eight Iranian troc^s 
and four revolutionary guards were killed 
during border dashes. INA reported.

JEDDAH. Sept. 19 — Air India Pilgrim- 
age flights started Sept. 15 and have brought 
764 Indian pilgrims in its first two flights.

He emphasized the need for cultivating the 
spirit of mutual understanding and respect 
which would not only make their stay pleas- 
ant but would also enhance the prestige of 
their motherland. 

The Embas^’ of India has set up pilgrims 


guidance centers at the airport, where a team 
of embassy officials and volunteers are avail- 
able to help the pilgrims in the various for- 
malities like immigration, selection of Moal- 
lims, customs clearance, encashment of 
drafts, distribution of passports and their 
transportation to Mecca.

U.S. -Arab trade to top %20b 


NEW YORK. Sept. 17 — Twivway trade 
between the United States and the 2 1 mem- 
bers of the League of Arab slates exceeded 
S22 billion during the first six months of 
1980. atvording lo preliininury figures just 
released by the U.S. Department of Com- 
merce. 

U.S. exports to the .Arab states surpassed 
$6.5 billion in the January -June period of this 
year, refleeting an increase of 24 per cent 
over the first half trade figures of I ^>79. U.S. 
sales to the area, consisting largely of food 
items, munufaeiurcd giwHis. and industrial 
equipment, represented 1 0,8 per cent of total 
American exports for the first half of 198U. 
Commerce IX'parioieni source.s predict that 
U.S. c.xporiN to the Arab Slates will reach Sit) 
billion by year's end. 

Imports frt>m the Arab League members in 
the January- June period, valued at Sib bil- 
lion, were 7.' per cent higher than a year ago. 
This reflects an increase of $b billion in 
.America's petroleum purchases from the reg- 
ion. paralleling price increases for .Arab 
crude oil which jumped by as much as lOU per 
cent liver the past l.S months. U.S. imports 
from its Arab trading partners during the first 
six months of this year were dose to 14 per 
cent of its told foreign purchases for that 
period. 

The U.S. balance of trade position with the 
Arab states for this statistical period showed 
a deficit of $9.5 billion, compared with only 
$4 billion recorded for January-June of 1979, 

Saudi Arabia remained the leading .Arab 
customer for U.S. exports with purchases 
valued at $2.7 billion during the January- 
June period of 1980. The Kingdom purchases 
of L^S. giH>ds consist primarily of machinery 
and transport equipment, ti^cmicais and 
manufactured gix>ds. and fiKHl items such as 
rice, meal, and grains. 

U.S. fvHhi exports to the Kingdom, accord- 
ing to U.S. Depanment of .Agriculnirc pred- 
ictions. will rise (o$65U million in 1 980. Total 
American sales to Saudi Arabia arc esti- 
mated by ihe Commerce Department lo 
increase by 20 per cent this year and will keep 
the U.S. positioned us the Kingdom's leading 
supplier of goods and services by maintaining 
a market share of over 20 percent of all Saudi 
.Arabian foreign purchases. 

Egypt continued to be the second largest 
.Arab consumer of U.S. exports with pur- 


chases amounting to $986 million during the 
first six months of I9SU. .American sales to 
Egypt, more than half of which arc agricul- 
tural items, increased some 27 per cent this 
period w'hcn aimpared to the January-June 
figures for 1 979. Egypt's new economic plan 
( 1 98U- 1 9S4 ) has earmarked dose to $ 1 0 bil- 
lion for the purchase of foreign goods and 
services (.wer the next five years. 

The United Arab Emirates absorbed $473 
million worth of .American products this trad- 
ing period, ranking it as this country's third 
largest customer from the .Arab states. Pur- 
ehu.sesof U.S. exports by thisGulf-federation 
consist of machinery and transport products. 
f«nid and beverages, and manufactured 
gixids. The increase of -t4 per cent in UAE 
purchases since June of 1 979 is partially due 
to the existence of a grvtwing re-export mar- 
ket to Iran. 

Significant increases in U.S. exports this 
trading period were also recorded for Iraq 
l8 1 pwr cent) and Algeria ( 53 per cent) . two 
stales which have not traditionally ranked 
high as markets for U.S. goods and services. 
Iraq's U.S. purchases consist primarily of 
grains and American tcdinological equip- 
ment and services whidi are becoming 
increasingly more competitive in the Iraqi 
market. U.S. sales to Algeria indude techni- 
cal products for that country's communica- 
tions sector and equipment for the develop- 
ment of its energy, mining, and power- 
generating industries. 

American exports also look an upward 
swing in certain Arab markets which are trad- 
itionally favorable but which have experi- 
enced a recent slump in sales. Morocco, 
whose balance of trade problem has seriously 
reduced its spending, absorbed over $U per 
cent more U.S, goods in the January-June 
period of 1980 than a year earlier with pur- 
chases largely connected to that country's 
mining, agriculture and energy sectors. 
Lebanon also registered a 69 per cent 
increase in purdiases of U.S. exports since 
the first half of 1979. reflecting a certain 
flourish in that country's war>marred 
economy. 

The lending .Arab supplier u> the U S . dur- 
ing this statistical period continued to be 
Saudi .Arabia from which America pur- 
chased some S 6.4 billion worth of hydrocar- 
bons a full SO per cent above 1^79 figures. 


dry's first phase covers an area of 2.6 million 
Square meters at a cost of SR 1 75 million, and 
has been completed and handed over last 
week.

In other developments, an expanded 
ministerial committee has been forme'd to 
Study methods of starting a training program 
for 25U.UUU Saudi Arabian youths so they 
may enter the workforce during the third 
Five-Year Plan. 

Dr. Algosaibi confirmed that the program 
isan ambitious undertaking anda step requir- 
ing the cooperation of the authorities con- 
cerned for the realization of its industrial 
goals. He also affirmed that the amount of 
SR2 billion has been allocated for the establ- 
ishment and expansion of industrial towns in 
several areas of the Kingdom. 

The training plan is aimed also at the trans- 
fer of modem technology to various indus- 
trial fields, particularly since the government 
is offering aid. incentives and encouragement 
in this sector to provide a diverse base for 
industrial investment in the Kingdom.

A further SR4U milljon riyals ($12 tniOioa). capital will come from the Saudi government, 
with about 10 founders providing the remainder. 

Saleh said the new company would contract to buy fish from other t^erators and was 
preparing storage facilities at Dammam harbor. The company will not own its own fishing 
boats for about a year. 

Saudi company buys helicopter firm

HOUSTON, Sept. 19 — A U.S. based helicopter manufacturer, recently purchased by a 
Saudi holding company, plans to begin exporting helicopters to Saudi Arabia by the end of 
1980. 

Enstrom Helicopter Corporation, a Michigan-based manufacturer, had to halt produc- 
tion for four months because of lack of finances until its parent company. Aircraft Man- 
agement of the U.S.. was bought by the Netherlands-based Saudi holding company Btavo 
Investments. According to Enstrom President Herbert Moseley, Bravo took over 
Enstrom'sS 3 million (SR9<99 million) in debts and injected capital into the company to 
enable it to produce 40 helicopters and re-employ 177 workers. 

“ We plan to use our excellent Saudi connections to re-establish ourselves and expand 
our buaness to other nations in the Middle Easu" Moseley said. 

The piston-engjned helicopters, costing*about$l 1 8,000 each, are suitable for pipeline 
work, maintenance work, agricultural programs, police and customs work, radio and news 
gathering. Moseley said. 

Moseley plans a trip to Saudi Arabia soon to conclude contracts. The company, which 
used to produce 70 helicopters annually, has never exported to the Middle East bef<m. 
Apart from Saudi Arabia, the company hopes to establish markets in Jordan and Syria.

Sheikh Jamjoom, chairman of UMSA. said" Effective operations and mainteitanoe wll 
eventually key the success of all Saudi industrial projects and this will require an extension 
of the international tedioical cooperation giving birth to such projects. " 

UMSA will enlarge upon UMS* activities in the Kingdom, according to Robert F. 
Raymond, president of UOP Management services and vice chairman of UMSA. Cur- 
rently. UMS is involved in the technical management of two Saudi domestic refineries. It 
also operates and maintains the reserve osmosis plant for seawater desalination in Jeddah, 
the woriefs largest such plant.

The oiganizatioD. “Arab People to Ameri- 
can People” headed by Dr. M.T. Mehdi of 
New Vorl^ launched its campaign Monday in 
a one-th^ page advertisement in the. 
WaApiffon Post whidi was labeled an open 
letter to die three American presklendal 
candidates. 

The advertisement in The Post critidzed 
the three presiddential candidates — Democ- 
rat Presideat Carter. Republican Ronald 


Rea^n and mdqiendent John Anderson — 
for what Mehdi ^led oudiidding each other 
in dieir devotion to Israd.” 

Instead of funneling mUlioos of American 
doltora in aid to Imel and to the Arab states 
(primarily Egypt), Mel^ urged that the 
money be spent in the United States creating 
new jobs, increaaiig educational oppor- 
tunities and expanding health and sod^ ser- 
vices. 

The expanding militaiy aid to botii Israel 
and Egypt, Meh^ omte^, is to the “detri- 
inent of tiie American people as well as to the 
Arabs.” 

Our aim is threefold, he further explained: 
to bring peace to the Middle Eastjreaoe to 
die Palestiniaas and proqieri^ to the Ameri- 
can economy.

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10 years after Sept, 1970, 
commandos more optimistic 


BEIRUT. Sepi 19 (R) — Ten years 
after “Black Septembei” the Palestinian 
commandos are stronger and more 
optimistic than ever. But hijackings and 
killings have been supplanted by diplo- 
mac}'.5epL 17 1970 was the low point for 
the Palestinian commando movement 
when the Jordanian army and commandos 
clashed in severe fighting. 

The result of fitting gave birth to the 
“Black September Organization” 
responsible for a string of attacks designed 
ti> thrust the Palestinian cause into the 
spotlight. 

Now, 10 years later, the Palestine Lib- 
erati&n Organization (PLO) is recognized 
by more than 100 countries. Hijackings 
and assassinations outside Israel and the 
occupied territories have been largely 
abandoned and Palestinian leaders recog- 
nize the need for concerted diplomatic 
action to secure their objectives. The shift 
iirtaciics has coincided with gradual inter- 
national acceptance of the Palestinian 
case, given a major push forward by the 
granting of observer status to the PLO at 
the United Nations in 1974. Many Pales- 


tinians believe that the wave of hijackings 
> and assassinatioiis at the beginning of the 
decade forced iheir case before the eyes of 
the world in a way that speeches and dip- 
lomacy could never have done. 

Now the PLO leadership believes that 
time and world opinion is on their side in 
their long struggle for statehood. Mean- 
while the PLO hopes that Arab economic 
and poicticai pressure can shift U.S. policy 
toward a more sympathetic line on the 
Palestinian question. 

It rejects the U.S.-sponsored Camp 
David peace accords between Israel and 
Egypt because they preside only for aut- 
onomy for the Palestinians, not siatehotnl. 
And the organizations says it wants cither 
a secular state in the whole of Palestine in 
which both Jews and .A.rabs can live 
together or a Palestinian state on the 
Israeli-occupied West Bank of the Jordan. 

Last month Saudi Arabia called for an 
Arab holy struggle against Israel to win 
back Palestinian territory, particularly- 
Arab east Jerusalem, recently formally 
incorporated into Israel by an Israeli knes- 
set (parliament) law .

When the Palestinian 
owner protests, the soldiers chose him to die 
edge of a well, where the Arab falls in and is 
killed. 

Low altitude 
Canadian built 
plane in Cairo 

CAIRO, Sept. 19 (AP) — A Canadian 
built, low altitude transpon plane appeared 
in Aptian skies for the first time Thursday 
and more are soon to be added to the Egyp- 
tian Air Force, it was reponed here. The 
offidal Middle East News Agcn^’ said the 
plane, named buffalo, was shown during an 
equipment parachuting cxcerdse, the first 
training of its kind from Western-made jets. 

The repon gave no further details on the 
Canadian plane or the number expected to 
reach Egypt's air force.

Zapata keeps 
WBC crown 
with knockout

Zapata thus ended the contrewersy sur- 
rounding his victory over Nakajima in Tokyo 
last March 24 to take the world title. In that 
fight Zapata Wis defensive all through the 1 5 
rounds but still managed to win a unanimous 
verdict. 

Wednesday night he was quite a different 
man, taking command of the fight with swift 
right jabs followed by accurate lefts. 

Zapata made most of his longer reaches 
and swift fooiw-ork to outbox Nakaji ma . 
Zapata threw out numerous right lead jabs 
followed by accurate and telling lefts to (he 
face and body. 

The 26-year-oId challenger tried hard to 
penetrate Zapata's defense but the champ- 
ion. moving nimbly, never allowed Nakajima 
dose enough to land an ' effective punch. 

Zapata took the third round with right jabs 
that landed on the jaw. The champion then 
piled up points with combination punching 
until the 10th round. 

Zapata swooped down on the slow--mo\ing 
Nakajima in the 1 1 th round. The champion 
landed numerous one-two conihinauons on 
the face and body. Nakajima back-pedalled 
to the ropes and sunk to his knees. The 
referee immediately stopped the fight and 
dedared Zapata the knockout winner. 

It was Zapata's fourth knockout out of 1 5 
wins against one draw. For Nakajima. it w'as 
his fourth loss against 13 wins, including 
seven knockouts, and one draw. 

The two boxen weighed in at 48.87 kilog- 
rams (107 and '/'4 pounds) against the limit of 
108 pounds.

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OPEC UNITY NEEDED 

The Organization of Petroleum Exporting Countries has- 
accomplished a great deal in its 20 years of e^tence. Yet^ 
sadly, something essential to its makeup is still missing, some 
sense of inner identity which finally detennines its nature and 
aims in reladon to the rest of the world. 

It is this missing element that accounts for the presence 
within OPEC of those trends which, from time to time, seek to 
impose their will upon it, in the service of other than its 
original objectives. The instability, even the danger of splits, 
this has caused, proved no deterrence. Extremism rear^ its 
head again and again, even at this time vriien the onslaught 
against OPEC from some members of the international com- 
munity is at its most vehemence, when the need for unity and 
cooperation is at its greatest. OPEC is being presented as the 
main cause of the world's economic ills. And extremism within 
its own ranks does nothit^ to meet such a charge. 

The organization is called upon, for this reason, to recon- 
sider its policies up to the present, especially where it relates to 
the pricing chaos in the oil markets. A long-term strategy is 
needed to govern OPECs dealings with the rest of the world 
in the eighties. This ought to revolve around three major 
points: 

The first is to engage the countries of the industrialized 
world in a dialgoue aimed at establishing a new international 
economic and financial order, one in which the shortcomings 
of the present one are avoided. 

The second is to aid the developing countries which have 
been failing to meet their commitments to the rest of the 
international community. And here it must be emphasized 
that the woes of those countries do not all come from the price 
of oil, as the industrialized world likes to pretend, but mainly 
from the accelerating rises in the costs of imports from the 
industrialized world itself. 

The third point is to agree on a unified, long-term pricing 
policy which, while preserving the rights of the oil producing 
countries, shields the international community against the 
shocks caused by the present chaos. Such a policy would link 
the price of oil to such factors as the rate of inflation in the 
industrialized countries, their rates of growth, and the state of 
supply and demand. 
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Cambodia emerging from nightmare

PHNOM PENH — 
Cambodia still has monsters lurking in the jun^ 
shadows, but the people are gradu^y emerging 
from their nightmare into the light of day. The 
destruction wrought by Pol Pot is already familiar 
schools with bricked up windows converted to 
torure chambers, the nearby fields seeded with the 
bones of mass graves, Buddhist temples gutted and 
laid waste, books burned, tradition trampled under 
foot, and cities forcibly evacuated and left to rot 
But the residue of Pol Pof s rule is more chilling 
and sinister than mere physical brutality. What are 
we to make of the five-foot tall Buddha in the now 
restored national museum — painted black from 
head to toe by Pol Pot cadres? It is either a tasteless 
joke — Bud<^a garbed in the black pyjamas of the 
Khmer Rouge — or some arcane excursion into 
black ma^c. 

Or the straight lines? From the air mudi of the 
country resembles a ^ant chess board, constructed 
for the dtverrion of cruel gods. On the ground, 
driving northwest bom the capital along Route Five 


and Angkor Ihom temple complexes raised at the 
summit of Khmer power in the twelfth centuzy. 

It is perhaps there that one can taste the conup- 
tioa, cruelty and megalomania to which PoI Fbtwas 
heir. In the silence of the encroaching jun^. 
throu^ the stench of centuries of decay, tl% eiug- 
matic faces of the tiered stone beads snifle across 
the four comers of Cambodia speaking power, ficAy 
and doom. 

During two weeks in Cambodia 1 have not met a 
singte penon who has not lost at least one relative 
during Pof s rule, i have spoken to no one who 

would welcome back either Khmer Rouge 
luminaries or the Wesf s favorite. Prince Norodom 
SUunouk — ** We don't even think about him. He 
was responsible for too many deaths/* a former- 
chemist told me. 

What inrerests Cambodians is not satisfytQg the 
concerns of comfortable politicians in distant capi- 
tals, but peace, and the opportunity and the means 
to rebuild shattered lives. To build a waO against the 
past So far the achievements have been remark- 
able. BiQ Yates. Ox&m's chief of operations hec^ 
offered a summary, begTnning with what be consi-

Poland struggles to regain confidence

WARSAW - 

The wave of Polish strikes is nearly over. Now the 
agreements the government signed with the strike 
comnntiees have to be tra. formed into a coherent 
program of actions. For the Communist Party the 
main task is to won back confidence at three levels : 
the confidence of Poland's allies, above all the 
Soviet Union; the confidence of party members in 
the highest positioas, as well as the rank and ffle; 
and the confidence — so gravely eroded in the past 
seven or eight years — of the working dass. 

The Soviet Uiuon seems to have dedded to give 
the Polish leadership a chance to restore its author- 
ity. After the fierce Tass comments recently sug- 
gesting that anti-Sodalist forces had subverted the 
strikers, Moscow b using a more moderate tone. It 
now appears that the Soviet Union and other Com- 
ecoo countries will step up economic aid to Pdand, 
both in hard-currency credits and in deliveries of 
food, to help the Polish government honor its prom- 
ises to increase the standard of firing. 

The party remains in crisis. The wish to hold a full 
inquest, and work out a coherent new line, is 
struggling with the need to maintain some appear- 
ance of unity and purpose in carryii^ out the 
demands of the strikers. 

Those in the leadership who argued for no sur- 


render to the striirers have been defeated. The criti- 
cs moment came, it appears, on Aug. Z9, when a 
group in the p^tiniro suggested the time had come 
to use force against the strikers. at Gdansk on the 
pretext of opening the ports to cargo. This was 
ftnniy reject^. 

Gen. Wojdedi Jaruzelski. commander of die 
armed forces, is said to have exposed iL backed by 
many of his colleagues. At Gdamic, Admiral Janc- 
zyszyn told the loc^ party that be was not wiiling to 
let 1^ men risk direct coofroDtation witb the sev- 
ers. It also turned out that the new Polish constitu- 
tion has no proper provirions for dedaring a state of • 
emergency. 

For the party, one of the most unnerriog aspects 
of the crisis has been the sturdy indiffezence of the 
strikers to the leadership dianges in par^ and state 
hurriedly made three weeks ago. 

In the long run, this eriris of confidence is the 
nicKt dangerous feature on the scene. Until the 
imeraal party demoralization is deared up, the con- 
fidence ^ Poland's allies and the Scriet Union will 
be very faesitanL, and the confidence of the woiidog 
dass will remain out of reach. 

MeanwhQe, the workers are ooosolidatipg their 
gains-. The Iasi strike, in the coal-mining basin of 
Upper Silesia, was settled on SepL 3, but it is said 
that the miners asked for a substmitial list of 
dianges io tiie local leadership, induding the 


removal of the Katowice Par^ secretary. If tills is 
true, the party’s record is being rejected by the 
workers in this district, always considered solidly 
loyal to Gierek. 

This does not mean th&i die workers reject the 
party’s aulfaoriQr. It means that tiiey y^t a say in 
what sort of party it is, and if 6oly there were a 
Warsaw leaderriup able to welcome and accept 
such a daim. It would be an immense sign of hope. 

So fhr, the " ind^eodent self-governing trade 
unions** promised in the agreement have hardly 
begun to prepare local nudei. But some party 
members b^eve that the whole membership of the 
oCSdal unions wOl go over to the new unions when 
they are I^ally constituted in a few months time. 
The new unions face economic and poUtical prob- 
lems. They have no money, and It is hard to see how 
they can compete with the holiday hostels, fringe 
benefits and even cheap loans wfaidi the old union 
confederation c^ers, with masrive state support. 

Politically they could be the victims of their own 
success. If there is a wholesale move to the new 
unioos, they wOJ find they contain hundreds, of 
thousands of party members. Most will probably be 
loyal to the indqieDdent unions, but the chance of 
setting op some centers of parQr influence in the 
heart of ^e new trade union movement obviously 
exists. (OFNS)

Newspaper ^torials focused on the Fez confer- 
ence of Islamic Foreign htinisters, hoping the offi- 
dals would take action on the call for the holy war.

interview to the Saudi Press Agency (SPA) and the 
ongoing session of the United Nations General 
Assembly. Dealing with the crown prince’s inter- 
view, Ai Bilad said his statements offer a strategic 
dimension to the Kingdom's oil policy and its initia- 
tives to reinforce the world economy for the general 
welfare of mankind. The paper added that the 
Kingdom's oil policy is dose by linked with its 
sovereignty, a matter that crystallizes the King- 
dom's role in framing an independent policy. Colo- 
nialism, Communism and Zionism are trying to lead 
the woiid toward desuuction, the paper conduded 
as they ignore the Kingdom' s role in staUlizing the 
world. 

Dwelling On the Fez oonference,A/A/(idtMi expre- 
ssed the hope that meetings would bring about 
resolutions that would help liberate the Aqsa Mos- 
que and establish the state of Palestine.

Desalination takes on new dimensions

JEDDAH — While desalination of water 
is a vital but everyday fact life in Saudi 
Arabia, some unusual experiments in a new 
af^MXXidi to the process are just getting under 
way in Japan. According to the Public Infor- 
mation Bureau d Japan's Ministiy of Foreign 
Affairs, full-scale experimentation on a sea 
water desalination plant — taking advantage 
of temperature differences between water at 
the surface and in the.depths of the sea — is 
now being carried oat in the Sea of Japan off 
. Shimane Prefecture. 

Researdi on the use of tea^}eratu^e differ- 
ences in the sea to generate electricity is 
already making progress in Japan, but the 
new experiments mark the first attempt to 
utilize the principle for the desalination oS. sea 


water. The program is beiQg carried put by a 
team of some 20 sdentists led by I^fessor 
Masazumi Kuiisu and Asastant Professor 
Shigekatsu Nakae of Nagasaki University. 
The fiiU-scale experiment has been laundi^ 
fc^owing preliminary experiments earlier 
this year near the port of Nagasaki. 

A statement issued by the Public Informa- 
tion Bureau notes that “to obtain fresh water 
from the sea, sea water is boiled to vaporize 
the water content and thus separate it from 
the salt content. The steam is then cooled to 
condense it to water again." 

Under the nevriy developed method, says 
the statement, the temperature difference 
between cold water from ^eci^ snows, 
which flows deep in the Sea of Japan, and the 
warm-water Kuro^o (black current) near 
tile surface, vriiich flows in fr-om the ^cific 
Ocean, is skillfully utilized to sea water 
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and cool the resulting steam. A major advan- 
tage is that there is no need for friel to turn the 
sea water into steatn. 

“As is well known the boiling point of 
water is 100 degrees centigrade under sea- 
level atmo^heric pressure — tiiat is, one 
atmo^here," says the statemenL “As 
atano^heric pressure dedloes tiie boiling 
point drc^, causing water to and vapor- 
ize at lower tenq>eratures. For imtanee, if the 
pressure is 0.02 atmosphere, or equal to the 
pressure at the peak of Mount Eveiest 8,000 
•meters above sea level, water boils at 25 
degrees centigrade." 

Under the method developed tim 
Nagasaki Univeraty research team, sea water 
near tiie surface, whidi is about 20 degrees 
centigrade, is placed in a container and 
decompressed to boiling p^L The resulting 
steam is cooled by cold sea water pnmped up 
from a depth of about 200 meters, where the 
tenq)crature is near zero degrees centigrade. 

When tius cold sea water flows through a 
coij-like condenser made of thin pipe, dn^ 
of fresh water form on the surface of the pipe. 
These are collected to obtain fresh water. 

The team's calculations show tiiat 60 tons 
of deq>-sea water need to be pumped up to 
produce one ton of fresh water, lu &e exper- 
iment just underway about 250 tons of cold 
sea water per hour will be puoq>ed up with a 
four-horsepower underwater motor to oirs 
out about 100 tons of fresh water a day. 

The statement suggests that the new pro- 
cess has a number of advantages over already 
commercialized sea water desalination sys- 
tems. These are that there is no need to heat 
the sea water; the process is relatively simple; 
and (Japan at least) has a rirtnally inexhaust- 
able supply of cold sea water. Suggested 
sbortoomiogs include the hi^ cost of trans- 
porting the fresh water to land areas, since 
tile sjrstem has to be installed in the sea. 
However overall, the prooeas is regarded as a 
promising method of supplying vrater to 
remote places that now have to rely on rainw- 
ater for their water supply.

Refugee influx strains resources

About 50 per cent of the present popula- 
tion is of Latin descent, a people who nor- 
mally crowd two or three families into hous- 
ing that native Americans would not conader 
adequate for a man and wife uitljout chil- 
dren. Many take turns sJeeping in .the same 
bed. while other single family dwellings are 
rented to four or five families at one time. 

Sometimes the refugees obtain tenqraraty 
shelter with friends or relatives, blit most 
have arrived with no place to stay, no money, ' 
ho job skills and unable to speak Ei^ish. 

. There have been mass shipments ^peo- 
ile out of Roflda to camps in other states 
ere die dimate and customs are so differ- 
that many try to return to Miami. 

'Fora few weeks, the Orange Bowl stadium 
‘.was used to house hundreds of immigrants 
whohad no place to stay. But when the foot- 
baU season arrived, that space was no longer 
available and a ”tent diy' was esublished 
under the expressway in downtown Miami to 
house die refugees. 

Only basic shelter was provided there, with 
totally inadequate sanitation fadlities. Run- 
ning water and electridiy are available, but 


rows of portable tcnlets are riu from satisfa^ 
tory for sewage disposal. Meals bought in 
once-a-day by catering services are some- 
times found to be contaminated at some 
other camps. 

A sin^e tent with showers for men at one 
end and fw women at the other end serves 
the entire camp of dose to 1 ,000 people. 
Some attempt 1$ made to scgretc angle men 
and women into seperate tents for sleeping, 
and a few fanuBes have been able to arrange 
for private tent& 

Tbe entire arra is fenced with open gates, 
and DO effort is made to ke^ occupants 
insde or visitors outside. With no money and 
DO alMlify to ^>eak EngUsb, many occupants 
may have not left the area for weeks. 

One young man in a group tent said that he 
had DO idea iriietber he had been there for 
weeks or months. 

Oscar Martinez, a heavy-set man with mul- 
tiple scars on his face, said he had been then 
for 1 2 weeks. He explained that the scars had 
resulted a truck wreck in Cuba and that 
be would like to work here as a truck driver, 
but be ^aks no English and the unemploy- 
ment rate in Miaou is so high that there are 
waiting lists for all occupations. 

Anr^er slender young man, Enrique 
Alvarez, said that he was in tiie army for 
seven years in Duba and left as a private first 
dass.He showed an army inri^a tatooed on 
his arm. 

Both men complained that they are alvrays 
hungry, getting only one meal a day whidi is 
brou^t to tent dty 1^ truck. Neither man 
bad any idea who provides chat meal. Both 
agreed to have their photos taken, then 
changed ±dr minds and disappeared into tiie 
crowd. 

At the beffnmng of September, con- 
troversy began ra^ng ab^t vriio was 
reqionsible for caring for these immigrants, 
and more keep arriving at the rate of more 
than lOu per day. 

Tent dty is operated by the U.S. Cuban- 
Haidan Task Force within .the city of Miami, 
but under the supervision of the Oade 
County Health Oepartmem. ^ 

Both state and ooun^ health officials have 
attempted to dose down tent dty on numer- 
ous occasions. The latest foray occurred last 
week >^0 officials told Miami Mayor 
Maurice Ferre to dean it up or shut it down. 

In a strongly-worded letter to Ferre, 
Healtii Department Director lUchard Mor- 
gan gave the dty 24 hours to correct seven 
health hazards which present a danger to the 
refugees and the commuiuty.

unlicensed food service establishments 
operating vridiin the camp.

The City of Miami indicated chat it was 
considering alternative housing areas for the 
refugees, but a spokesman said actual 
arrangements would take time to establish.

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Artificial island in Osaka Bay 
to be used for Japanese airport

TOKYO —A subcomminee of the Japan- 
ese Government's Aviation Coundl, an 
advisory agency, has decided to build an air- 
port on an artificial island in Osaka Bay. 

This ambitious project will take about 
seven years to complete, and the cost is 
expected lo be nearly $7 billion. The artificial 
island is lo be built 5 kilometers out to sea in 
Osaka Bay. and about 5o0 million cubic met- 
ers of earth and rock will have ;o he brought 
to the wte. It will cover d.bOtVhectares. and 
the wc rk uill be earned out in two stages.

The decision to build the New Kaitsai Air- 
port — as it will be known — on an artifidal 
island ended a long debate on the project, 
which had delayed any work carried out. 

Late in 1977, the then Minister of Trans- 
port proposed building the airport on a float- 
ing island. The suggestion was made as' a 
measure to help the shi|vbuUding industry 
whidi was then experiendng a very serious 
recesaon. The Ministry of Transpon approp- 
riated funds for surveys on both a floating 
island and an artificial island. 

Now that if s been decided to build an arti- 
ficial island, the next step is to decide on the 
number of runaways to be constructed, how 
the airport facilities are to be arranged, and 
what flight paths aircraft using the new air- 
port will follow. Dedsions are expected to be 
made next month. The artificial island will 
cover twice the area of the New Tokyo Inter- 
national Airport at Narita. (t has been sug- 
gested that there should be two 4.000- meter 
runways running from southwest to north- 
west along the ride of the island parallel to the 
Osaka shoreline.

President Jimmy Carter has said the U.S. 
eoxiomy is showing encouraging signs of a 
recovery, but he doesn' t know if those indica- 
tions mean the recession is over. 

“Recovery of our economic system seems 
to be progressiiig very well." Cajicr said at a 
news conference Thursday, referring to 
recent reports of rising housing starts, retail 
sales and employment 

“Some of my economic advisers have told 
me within the last two days that the recession 
might very well be over.’* he said. ”1 just 
don't know ... 

“’It b just hard to predict, but 1 believe that 
we will have a stable economy with statistics 
fluctuating from one month to another." 

While Carter foresaw an improved 
economic outlook for the approadiing presi- 
dential election, he adcnowledged that 
unemployment and inflation remain too high 
and promised “to press ahead to strengthen 
our economy.” 

He also reiterated his opposition to con-

tion on a tax cut for 1981 and diarged.thac 
proposed tax cuts that exceed his own tax 
reduction plan may refuel infladon. 

Carter also said the prime minister of 
Japan eariier in the day had made “an 
encouraging statement" io estimating Japan- 
ese car expons to the United States for the rest 
of this yev. The administration has been urg- 
ing Japan to restrain auto exports voluntarily 
to undercut pressures in country for 
trade restrictions.

Egypt to cut 
meat price 37% 

CAIRO. Sept. 19 (R) — The Egyptian 
government has decided to reduce meat 
prices by about 37 per cent in an effort to curb 
inflation, the offleial Middle East News 
Agen^ (MENA) reported. 

Minuter of Supply Ahmed Nouh said 
Thursday that from Oct. 1 , the price of one 
kilo of prime beef meat would be 2.S Egyp- 
tian pounds (about S4) compared to the old 
price of four pounds ($5.75) the agency said. 

The soaring price of meat compelled Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat to impose a ban on slaugh- 
tering last month. 

He said he could not remain indifferent to 
“the criminal price increases" and urged the 
government to work out a satisfactory solu- 
tion.

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Nicaraguan dynasty shattered 

Police hunt Somoza’s killers

ASUNCION, Paraguay, Sept. 19 (Agen> 
:,r ?s) — As the hunt for iGs killers continues, 
'■•^c roffin bearing the body of former 
'{i..ica guan strongman Anastasio. Somoza, 
, 'ho ied here in an ambush on Wednesday, 
by air Friday for Miami where he will be 
dried. 

< Aboard the chartered DC-8 was the late 
ictatoi’s SOD, Anastario Somoza Portocar- 
!To. who had arrived here in Paraguay some 
Air hours earlier on the same plane. The 
lane left amid strict security. Reporters and 
imeramen were fotiindden access to the 
irniBc where the aircraft was smndiiig by. 
The embalmed remains of Gen. Somoza 
.. 'ere taken from the residence he occupied 

9 nceAug. 19,1979, duringhisexilemPaia- 

uay, aboard a station wagon escorted by 
^ dCuriQr forces. 

Somoza had a house in Miami, where he 
tayed briefly after being ousted on July 19, 
979, in a dvQ war led by the Sandinisi Popu- 
Liberarion Front (FSLN). Police sources 
aid Friday that the Argentine left-wing guer- 
‘^ la Hugo Alfredo Yrurzun, alleged to have a 
'aember of the terrorist group that assasri- 
lated Somoza in a bazooka and madiinegun 
ittack two days ago, was killed Thursday 
light in a shootout with security forces. 

. Paraguayan police and soldiers continued 
I andandairsearefaesforsix to eight terrorists 
Jiey say escaped after the assassination. 
Authorities dosed the country's only intema- 
jonal aiipoft and its landloclmd boMers with 
Brazil, Aigentina and Bolivia for- 24 hours 
after the attack on the S4-year^old exile's car. 
rhe country was reopened to air, road arid 
river traffic at mid* morning Thursday but 
with strict border diecks. 

Somoza was the last of a family dynasty 
thatruled Nicaragua with an iron hand for 40 
years, and like his father, Somoza was the 
victim of assasdnation. 

Somoza was a graduate of the U.S. Militaiy 
Academy at West Point, New York, and it 
was once said of him that he was “the only 
cadet in the academ/s histoiy to receive an 
army as a graduation present” Following the 
footsteps of his father, Anastasio Somoza 
Garda, and a brother, Luis, Somoza became 
president in 1967. 

The Somoza family patriarch, Anastasio 
Somoza Garda, started the dynasty in 1936 
by overthrowing a oonstitutidnally fleeted

president. He "ruled as diief of the national 
guard oraspreddent until an assassin’s bullet 
'killed him in 1956. The elder son, Luis, was 
president from- 1957. to 1963 and died of a 
bean attack in 1 967.' 

Aoast;^o Somoza Debayle vios bom Dec. 
S. 1S>25. Afteristudyi^ in the United Stams 
he return^ to Nicaragua in 1946 and was 
promoted to .'major and nam^ inspector 
general, of the army: ' ! 

When iusiadier wais skuh in 1 956 and Ltiis 
Somoza was tipp^tedlo.fin^ his unexpired 
term, Anastaab was named chief direaor of 
the national grard and in 1957 promoted to 
brigadier genefraJ. ' 

He built the national guard into the 
strcHigest military force in Central America 
and used ittofoil anumber of alleged plots on 
the government Nicaraguan relations with 
the U.S. cooled in 1978 after U.S. congres- 
sional hearings on alleged human rights viola- 


tions in fficaragua and diaiges that mitliohs 
of doOars donated by tiie- United States to 
help in earthquake reconstruction ended up 
in the pockeb of govemmeoz fuactionarics. 

Rene Schick Gutierrez, a “Somo» man” 
succeeded Luis Somoza as preadent in 1963. 
Anastasio consolidated his power and wn 
election as president in 1 967. The oppoation 
charged the elections were fraudulent. 

He was assailed by numerous critics but his 
supporters insisted that he brought economic 
stal^^.to the nation and its 2.5 million peo- 
ple. Tlie‘6-foot-2-inch tail Somoza moved 
around Managua in an armor^plated car and 
spoke at public gatherings from behind 
bullet-proof glass. know y^at assassina- 
tiosis,” he once said.”IamnotgoiAg to allow 
what happened to my father to happen to 
me.” 

Somoza weighed 1 20 kgs in bis prime and 
usually had a cigar clendKd between his 
teeth. Somoza had control of nearly every 
economic sector of the country and estimates 
of his personal wealth raided as high as $500 
million. He acted to stifle any opposition, 
tampered with the countiyslawsand tried to 
his regime a democratic facade. 

Somoza was treated in the United States 
for three months after heart attadc in 1 977. 
In his absence the long-simmering opposition 
started to come out tiie open. 

Somoza refused to resign, saying he would 
finish his term in 1 98 1 , rdinquish power and 
“end the Somoza dynasty.” The Sandinistas 
st^Tped up cheir attacks, seizing the national 
palace in August 1978 and holding 1,500 
legislators and government officials hostage 
for two days unS Somoza released 84 guerril- 
las and political prisoners and had them flown 
. out of the country. 

- Anti-Somoza demonstratiotu broke out 
around the country. The national guard 
fou^t back with helicopters and warplanes 
but there was dbsention in the national 
^ard; Somoza's last power base. A dozen 
national guard officers and 73 guardsmen 
were arrested for plotting against Somoza. 

Near the -end, it was a besieged Somoza 
who tried to run the country from a heavily 
guarded bunker. In Paraguay, Somoza lived 
as a wealtiiy red use and dreamed of going 
back to Nicaragua. He blamed Communism, 
U.S. Prerident Jimmy Carter and others for 
his fall from power. 


Soviet writes definitive tour guide for Gulag travelers

GENEVA, 19 (AFP) — A remark- 
able tourist guide has just been published 
here on Soviet labor camps. • 

Author Avraham Shifrin is a S7-year-old 
Soviet bom in Minsk, who emigrated in 1 970 
after being sentenced to dea& and impris- 
oned in a number of Gulags. He has intimate 
knowledge of his subject which he has added 
to the eye-witness reports of hundreds 
"gulages” to write^D three years, hi.s ironi- 
cally litied Tcutisi i^ide of the U.SiS.R-.-as - 
Seen Through its Labor Camps and 
Psychiatric Prisons (Stephanus Publr^ers). 

The 350-page book h^ 136 map^ (Aoto- 
graphs and drawings and has no pr^enrioos 
of being a literanr work. It has' a mordant 
sense of humor: “Take bus number S to go to 
the square and ask for the MogUev Prison, 
noted for its severe regime and hard labor for 
3,00U people.” 

His native ci^, Minsk is well endowed with 
four camps holding 7,600 men, women and 
children. 

The book also tells that the “Soviet law 
does not expressly forbid a tourist meeting 
Gulag prisoners or visiting them. You can 
I even take photographs as this is ^so not 
expressly bann ed. But' it is doubtful if tiie 
authorities will be very happy about it.” 

The author claims to know the existence of 
2,000 Gulags, conceatration and oxtremina- 
tion camps, prisons and psydiiatric ho^itals 
for political prisoners. 

“The “tourist guide” lists 119 camps for 
women and children and 41 extermination 
camps. He said that the “Gulag 
Archipelago,” made famous 1^ Russiao 
author Alekraodr Solzhenitsyn, is still very 
mudi in existence, with probably over five 
million prisoners, or about tiie same pc^niJa- 


tioo as Switzeriand. 

He described the prisoners as being offi- 
cially regarded as “mad” vriiether they were 
common ciimmals. disrideots, Pentecostal- 
tsts. Adventists, Baptists, children or Jews. 
“In these prisons there are men, women and 
diildren who are merely guilty of having 
asked for an emigration visa but they are all 
mad, or sons of madmen or related to madr 
men.” 

. JHe says that Gulag inmates are pooriy fed 
— a of foul soup whose nutritive value 

is zero althou^ they have to work secretly in 
Soviet defense foctories.” With diabolical 
details the author descrities the cruelty of 
Gulag life. - 


Stifran is today director of the Research 
Center for iMson and Forced Labor Con- 
centration Camps of the U.S.S.R. He calcu- 
lates that 60 millions have died in Gulags 
since they were first started by Lenin in 1 91 7. 

Why has he written this b<tok? He' explains 
in the preface: “It is not to surprise you. After 
Maideaefc(a World WarlZNazideathcamp), 
Vietnam and Phnom Penh nothing can suf^ 
piri^ humanity.. But, the: Wes.t must be 
rei^ded that if your duly cTe^ed heads of 
state surrender, if they do not fight, you can 
also end up in the camps.” 

He conduded: “At least, if you read this 
book, you can never tell your diildren that 
you knew nothing about Gulags.” 


Lone AtlarUic oarsman days from French coast 


PARIS, Sepu 19 (AFP) — Frendiman 
Gerard d Aboville was reported to be less 
than 300 kilometers off the coast of France in 
his looe l»d to row tiie Atlantic in his six 
meter craft Captedn Cook. 

D^Abovillehas covered a total of. 5,000 
kilometm after setting off in his wood fiber 
hulled boat from Ca^ Cod near Boston, 
Massachusetts, on July ib.ln a radio message 
he said be expected a landfall early next week 


in northwest France, depeodiog on currents, 
the Cornish coast of Britain. 

He reported he was in fine physical condi- 
tion, and since the start of his adventure has 
been covering approximately 90 kilometers a 
day. His biggest problem has been avoiding 
contact with tankers and large cargo ships on 
the major Atlantic shq>ping lanes, owing to 
the fact that his vessel doesn't show up on 
radar, and the yellow-painted craft is barely 
visible from the bridge of such big ships.

Dam bursts 


India rains maroon 80,000 


NEW DELHI, ^t. 19 fAP) — Flash 
floods and the bursting of a dam triggered by 
torrential rains, killed an estimated 100 and 
marooned nearly 80,000 people in the south- 
eastern Indian states of Orissa and Andhra 
Pradesh, reports from the area said Thurs- 
day. 

The flash floods damaged or wrecked more 
than 50,000 houses, four brigdes, two power 
generating stations, highways and railrtUds in 
the two states, the United News of India 
reported. Officials feared the death toll 
w^d be higher in the stricken regions wfiidi 
have been isolated from other parts of the 
country by the swirling waters. 

Orissa Revenue Minister K.C. Lenka said 
after an aerial survey that he “saw thousands 
of people perched on rooftops and trees. 1 
fear heavy loss to life and proper^.” 

The latest rains brought to 1,700 the esti- 
mated death toll throughout India from 
doudburst, windstorms, washouts and floods 
of the annual summer monsoon, now in its 
tiiird month. 

An earthen dam on the flooded Ban- 
sadhara River in Orissa state gave way fol- 
lowing incessant rains for four straight days, 
sending a tide of water rushing through 
Korapur county, about 560 kilometers 
soutiieast of Calcutta, reports said. The tor- 
rent swept away hundreds of cattle and dam- 
a^d most of the homesteads in the district. 
UNI reporii^- that -“only three buildings 
could withstandi the fury floods." 

The agency said the flasn fTc$M submerged 
the two Strict towns of Gunupur and Gudari 
under four-meter-high water. The towns 
have a combined pof^ation of 52,000. 

In neighboring Andhra Pradesh state, flash 
floods caused torrential rains swamped 
more than 92 villages and marooned nearly 
35,000 people Thursday, UNI reported. 
Four people drowned in the flood waters. 
The flooding Vamsadhara and Nagavalli riv- 
ers damaged two embankment and 
unleashed flash floods that inundated mudi 
of Srikakulam county, adjacent to Orissa 
state, UNI said. 

District officer J.M.F. Girglani said milit- 
ary men engaged in rescue operations in 
Andhra Pradesh evacuated nearly 8,000 
people. “ Our immediate concern is to get all 
the stranded people out from the flooded 


villages.''he said. 

Reports said food packets were being air- 
dropped over the flood-ravaged regions in 
Orissa and Andhra Pradesh. Authorities dis- 
covered 29 bodies, including those of three 
government officials. 


Plants to shut 
to preserve Taj 

NEW DELHI, Sept. 19 (R) — Two 
thermal power stations damaging the 
famous white marble monument Taj 
Mahal will be shut down by next year, a 
senior Indian government official said. 

The 300-year-oId Taj Mahal in the 
northern diy of Agra. 1 93 kms from New 
Delhi, was built by the Mogul Emperor 
Shahjahan to immortalize his love for his 
queen. Mumtaz Mahal. Two years ago a 
government committee recommended 
doting the power stations and switching 
from steam to diesel engines at the mar- 
shalling yard to prevent the Thj from los- 
ing its luster. 

But environmentalists have said a grea- 
ter threat to the monument would be sul- 
phur fumes from an oil refinery being built 
at Mathura, 54 kms away. However, Pet- 
roleum Ministry Secretary B.B. Vohra 
said the re^ety would be run on a fuel 
largely free of sulphur dioxide. 


Cuba returns hijackers 

COLUMBIA, South Carolina, Sept. 19 
(AP) — Two Cuban hijackers were returned 
to the United States on Thursday to face air 
piracy diarges, the first hijackers the Cuban 
government has ever offered to send back for 
prosecution in this country. 

Federal offidals jumped at the Fidel Cas- 
tro government's offer, sending a U.S. jet to 
Havana to pick up the two most recent air 
pirates within hours of Cuba's announce- 
ment. The two men were brou^t back in a jet 
owned by the Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion, and landed here Thursday ni^t. less 
than two days after they arrived in Havana 
aboard a hijacked Delta Air Lines 727 jet.

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Explosion rocks 


U.S. missile silo 


DAMASCUS, Arkansas. Sept. 19 ( APJ — 
An explosion rocked a Titan II mi^ilesilo 
eariy Friday, shooting flames into the sky and 
injuring at least 10 air force maintenance 
workers. The Strategic Air Command (SAC) 
would not say whether the missile carried a 
nudear warhead. 

The explosion in the underground silo 
occurred as a maintenance crew tried to neut- 
ralize a fuel leak in the first stage of the mis- 
sile, said SAC spokesman Col. Ridiard 
Kline. Several workers were injured and 
evacuated, Kline said. At least 10 air force 
personnel were taken to a hospital, most suf- 
fering from bums. 

Governor Bill Clinton said air force ofS- 
dals told him that no nudear erqrloaon had 
occurred and that one could not have occur- 
red. 

The ** most signifleant.. question is whether 
there is any radiation coming out of the silo. 
Hie military is trying to get guys and equip- 
ment there to be sure there is no radiation 
from the armamenC* he said. 

Kline said he would “neither confirm nor 
deny the presence of nudear weapons” on 
the missiie. It was not immediately known 
whedier the missiie itself exploded. silo is 

below ground and covered by concrete doors. 

The air force ordered evacuation of an 
8-km radius of the silo. A smaller area had 
been ^acuated earlier. The explosion shook 
the ground and the area “lit up like daylight," 
said Tommy Graham, an omdai of the state 
office of emergency services, who lives 
neartiy. 

' There was a big flash of light, thenit was 
followed by a shock S?ve a few seconds later," 
said Tom Scott, a newspaper reporter. He 
said there was an acrid odor in the air after 
the blast and a “large billowing doud of 


reddish-orange smoke and flame that lasted 
about 10 seconds." Small pebbles fell to the 
ground, he said. 

The explosion occurred about 3 a.m. local 
time several hours after air force offidals dis- 
covered the fuel leak and -- . “smoke" bil- 

lowing from the silo, the office said. 

About 100 people living within 1.6 km of 
die silo in this sparsely populated area of cen- 
tral Arkansas have been evacuated Thursday 
night after the “smoke," thought to be vapor 
from leaking fuel, was discovered. . 

The four-member silo crew bad been 
evacuated by helicopter Hiursday night and 
taken to the Little Rock Air Force Base, 
about 64 km away, said air force CapL Tom 
Mahr. 

The maintenance crew had ^ted up to 
enter the silo only 30 minutes before the 
blast. It was not immediately known whether 
they were inside the silo at the time of the 
explosion. The air force had flooded part of 
the alo with water, offidals said. 

The leaking fuel, identified as Aerozine SO, 
was not as volatile as the oxidizer that must be 
mixed with it to form propellant for the mis- 
sile, Kline said. 

llie silo is in a sparesely populated area 
between the towns of Damascus and Bee 
Branch. Authorities blocked a 4.8 km stretch 
of the highway between the two com- 
munities. 

Air force officials contacted state 
emergency offidals at 6:47 p.m. Thursday 
with news of a “possible fire and leak” and 
adwsed the evacuation. 

A fuel leak in 1 978 resulted in ho^taliza- 
tion of several people after exposure to toxic 
nitrogen tetroxide fumes.

Soviet shows off method 


Scratches could help sight 


MOSCOW.-Sept. 19(AP) — American 
eye surgeons here to otwrve a controver- 
sial Soviet surgical tedmique to correct 
near-sightedness said they liked what they 
saw. 

One of them said he and his colleagues 
examined by microscope 10 former 
patients of Dr. Svyatoslav Fyodorov, who 
invented the technique, and “saw a quiet

eye, a non-inflamed eye and patients who 
were happy with what vras done.” “I was 
very impressed,” said Dr. Pooles, of 
Philadelphia. 

Hie microsuigery involves using tiny 
precision instruments to cut scratches into 
the exterior sur&ce of the cornea, the 
tran^rarent tissue covering the front of the 
eye. 

Theiodsions slice through fibers within 
the periphery of the cornea, softening the 
tissue and enabling the eye to assume the 
correct optical curvature. That is crucial to 
how well people see. 

The operation itself lasts less than a 
half-hour and the patient is able to leave 
for home within minutes after its comple- 
tion. Hie bandage comes off witiiin a few 
days, and the second eye is usually oper- 
ate on the next week. 

Some American eye surgeons have 
expressed* concern about the possible 
long-term effects of the operation, saying 
insufficient research 4i» beeu done. 

But Fyodorov insists‘thatthe operation, 
done for free here but at-a cost of about 
$1,000 per eye in the United States, is safe 
and that has almost always succeeded in 
improving patients' vision. 

Another American surgeon, who has 
done several of the operatio&s. Dr. Leo 
Bores, of Santa Fe„ New Mexico, said it is 
so safe that “a ton^ectomy is dangerous 
compared to it” 

He said about 3,000 such operations 
have been done — two-thirds of them in 
the Soviet Union and almost ail the rest in 
the United States“and we've never lost an

MOSCOW, Sept. 19 (AFP) — Cos- 
monauts Yuii Romanenko of the Soviet 
Union and Amaldo Tamayo Mendez of Cuba 
were Friday preparing to dock with the, 
Salyut-6 space station in earth orbit, Tass 
news Agency reported.

Britain hits Kabul security crackdown 


NEW DELHI, Sept. 19 (AP) — Britain 
has formally protested to Afghanistan over 
toughened security me^ures at non- 
Communist embassies in Kabul following the 
defection of a Soviet soldier in the Afg^ian 
capital, a Western diplomaticsource said Fri- 
day. 


British Charge dT Affaires Michael HozeD 
lodged the protest Hiursday with the pro- 
tocol dep^uij^ut of the Af^an Minist^ of 
Foreign said the source, who asked 

not to be identified. 

The United States also filed a protest with 
Afghanistan Thursday over attempts by 
Afghan police to seard vehicles leaving the 


area of the U.S. Embassy in Kabul, where a 
Soviet soldier 3^)peared Monday and asked 
for asylum. Afgb^ offidals were placed out- 
side ^ Western embassies in ^bul soon 
after the defection became known, and have 
attempted to search all people and vehides 
entering and leaving the U.S. mission, the 
source said. 

A State Department spokesman in 
Washington said earlier that die Uil. 
Embas^ was refusing to allow the seardies. 
It was not immediately known if members of 
other Western misaons in Kabul were sub- 
mitting to the (hecks. 

The diplomatic source here also said there 
has been no official comment by die Kabul 


Cubans asking U.S. asylum 


WASHlNGTON,SepL 19(R) — HieU.S. 
State Department has disdosed that two 
Cuban soldiers scaled the wall of the U.S. 
Embassy in Addis Ababa in seardi of asylum 
last May and are still there despite Ethiopia's 
demand they be handed over. 

Offidals said that there are now four U.S. 
embassies harboring Communist bloc 
refugees, induding the one bousing 'the 
defected Soviet soldier in Kabul. On that 
situation, the State Department said Thurs- 
day it was trying to get a Rusaan-^aking 
officer into the embassy to speak to the defec- 
tor, who has been . there since Monday. 
According to diplomatic sources quoted in 
Islamabad, the Soviet Union has demanded 
remm of the man saying: “He is a simple 
soldier and of no value to you.” 

The Addis Ababa situation was disdosed 
by Department spokesman John Tratmer, 
who said two Cuban infantrymen had 
enterded the U^. Embassy there last May. 
At that time, thousands of their countrymen 
back home were seeking exit visas at the U.S. 
diplomatic office in Havana. 

“They are low-ranking' Cuban soldiers,” 


Trattner said of the Ethiopia fugitives. “Hiey 
dimbed the wall surrounding the U.S. 
Embas^ and requested assistance in fleeing 
Communism.” 

He said the U.S. Embas^ had referred the 
case to the United Nations refugee office in 
Ethiopia. But the Ethiopian government had 
demanded that the two men be handed over, 
saying that Ethiopia had the sole power to 
grant dqilomatic asylum witiiin its own territ- 
ory. 

“We have refused to do diat without the 
assurance that they will be given transporta- 
tion to the coonhy of tiieir d(rice,” Trattner 
sai(L 

Ethiopia in July demanded that the United 
States witiidraw its ambassador, Frederic 
Chapin, and he has not been rqilaced. U.S. 
authorities estimate tiiat Qiba has about 
12,000 troops in Ethiopia. 

The other two U.S. embassies housing 
Soviet bloc refugees ate the one in Moscow, 
where a gn^ of Soriet PhnteGostal refugees 
have been Living for some time, and the U.S. 
Interest Section in Havana, still houses 

about 400 from last May’s influx.

The Marxist regime in Kabul, however, has 
announced a new law called “the penal law 
for crimes against combat preparations of the 
armed forces of the DRA (Democratic 
Republic of A^^anistan),” tbe source said. 

The new law has been cfficially described 
by tbe Afghan government as designed in 
part to “strengthen the struggle qgainst peo- 
ple runnii^ away from military service.” This 
appears to be a result of the political crisis 
tii^ered by the Soviet scridiefs defection, 
the source said. 

In anotiier development, the govenunenfs 
council of ministers beaded by President 
Babrak Kannal ordered on Wedne^y that 
'free electricity be proved to aD T mosques and 
reUgious places in Af^anistan, Radio Kabul 
rqiorted. 

It said the step was being taken because 
“the sanctity of Islam and leOgious affoiis are 
reacted under tiie basic principles of the 
DRA." The lost revenue wiU be written 
by the state electricity conqiany during tiie 
rest of this fiscal year. 

The move was seen by analysts as another 
effort by KarmaTs pro-Moscow regime to 
take on a religious appearance and cuzxy 
favor with tile anti-Mandst msoigeats ^o 
control most of the countryside. 

Meanwhile, fighting was rq)orted around 
Karizmer, 17 kilometers north.of Kabul, and

Katowice transit walkout spreads 


WAl^AW, Sept. 19 (AFP) — The strike 
of public transport workers that began in 
Katowice early Hiursday had Friday spread 
to the rest of Upper Silesia, affecting itim« 
and heavy industty there, opposition srairees 
reported here. 

Ihrou^out Upper Slesia Friday workers 
had to get to the mines and factories as best 
they could, in compai^ trucks of by tayi, the 
sources said. In the mining towns of Qor- 
zow, Zabrze, Sosnowiec. and Swietodilowice 
amoi^ others, public transport was at a 
standstill as bus drivers In their turn stoppea 
work, in support of the tram strike. 

The tram workers are demanding a SO- 
zloty-an-hour pay increase. This amounts toS 
1.60 at the offi<^ exchange rate but mudi 
less in real buying power. Hiey also were 
demanding the introduction of a new w^^e- 
scaie, and Saturdays off. 

In Katowice, where die strike started, 
negotiations had begun Friday between the 
'strikers and a government commission led by 
Vice-Minister for Transport Janusz 
GlowackL The strikers had brought in 
Kazimierz Switon, secretary of the new free 
trade union at the Huta Katowice Steelworics 
to help them in tile negotiations, the sources 
said. 

The tran^rt strike is the most serious in 
the Katowice area next to that of coal miners 
at Jastizebie Zdroj, where work has stopped 
at about 20 collieries and some 30 other 
firms. 


Some of the strikers were demanding the 
resignation of Gimmunist Party area secret- 
ary Zdzislaw Grudzien, a dose assodate of 
former party boss Edw^ Gierek. Hiursday 
mineis at S^owiec and workers at the Nysa

They added that workers at the Iskra

ers. 

In Gdansk, shipyard workers* delegates 
met with management and government rep- 
cesentanves to discuss the inqilementation of 
workers' daims, tiie Polish Press Agency.

month's strike was also studied. 

PAP said all shipyard workers would be 
eligible for wage increases but both sides at 
the meeting agreed that lower pay groups 
should be the first to benefit the 

increases. 

To meet bouaog shortages, the shipyard 
workers ^by 1982 build a hotel with 
accommodation for 300 young woikem and 
their wives, a^efa will be ocamied on a rota- 
tion basis. Two similar hoteijs are 
to be built later.
